this afternoon that if their disapproval was 
nothing to him they would find more effective 
means of compel him to abandon his 
plan of making his hill top bungalow a per- 
manent home for himself and Mamah Borth- 
wick, who, until her divorce was Mrs. E. H. 
Cheney. They appealed to Sheriff W. R. Pen- 
gally of Iowa county to help them. 

The sheriff visited Hillside, within easy 
view of Wright's living room windows, talked 
with eral citizens, and went back to 
Dodgeville to consult District Attorney Jess 
Smelker. 


Sheriff Makes Inquiry. 


“I was asked to make an investigation.” 
the sheriff said tonight. *‘ Wright's neigh- 
bors have decided he is going ahead with his 
Plane regardless of their disapproval. They 
don't like what he is doing and they want to 
put a stop to it if they can. 

I don’t know yet just what charge can be 
brought against him. If reports are true 
there are several charges which might be in- 
stituted. I am in doubt, however, whether 
any of them can be proved. I am ready to 
act the moment a citizen of Iowa county 
swears out a warrant for Wright's arrest. 
I shall act on: my own account if I find on 
conéultation with the district attorney that 
I have the authority. 
“The citizens who consulted me do not 
t to take the law into their own hands I 
them I would do my best to thwart any 
attempt at tarring and fea I don’t bo- 
lieve Wright's neighbors intended to do any- 
thing of the sort.

Another Sheriff Offers Aid. 


“I won't attempt to interfere with any or- 
derly citizens called for the pur - 
pose of finding ss ways to rid the neighbor- 
hood of this man. 

Spring Green talked of little else than 
Wright and his menage today, but there was 
no serious proposal to interfere with him. 
The town is in Sauk county, of which Leon- 
ard Meyer is sheriff. Wright's bungalow is 
three miles south on the other side of the 
Wisconsin river in lowa county. Sheriff 
Meyer expressed his willingness to assist 
Sherif! Pengally of the county to the south 
if the latter desired help, but explained that 
he otherwise could not act. 

The people of Spring Green have known 
Wright so long that they no longer express 
surprige at anything he does. They are in- 
terested in hia eccentricities;-bat “his widew 
reaching family connedtione in thé Gore un- 
ity and his reputed wealth seem to restrain 
public condemnation of him. 


Seen Skating Together. 
I remember when Frank brought Mrs. 
Wright here twenty years ago,” one middle 
aged man said. Their first child was born 
then. He's been here off and on ever since. 
He seems to know a lot about horses. I 
met him on the road the other day with that 
new sorrel team of his and talked a bit. I 
could tell he knew what he was talking about 
because I know horses myself. 
But this love affair of his is beyond me. 
I've only had a common school reducation 
and when he explains why he left his wife 
and children in Chicago he gets beyond my 
depth. 
“I saw them skating over near the first 
bridge the other day near the place where he 
carried her across in the high water. She 
was wearing one of these Mackinac jackets. 
They seemed to be enjoying themselves as 
‘much as two kids. 


Bungalow Costs Over $30,000. 

I guess some of his relatives don’t have 
much truck with him since this affair came 
up. He visits one or two families, though. 
You see, he’s got relatives scattered all 
over the country. 
He doesn't stop for nothing, though. He's 
put $30,000 into that house of his already, I 
understand, and it isn’t finished yet.

The attorney left his 
office early yesterday and is believed to have 
gone to Spring Green. 

All inquiries for Mrs. Wright were received 
yesterday by Miss Catherine Wright, 17 year 
old daughter of the family. Christmas day 
the Wright home was the center for a festa! 
gathering of young people; friends of the 
girl, who is a student at Oak Park High 
school, and no hint of the skeleton in the 
closet found place in the disturbed family 
circle. .

Roosevelt Will Not Attend. 
According to a member of the committee 
in charge of the dinner former President 
Roosevelt has replied to a semt-official in- 
vitation to attend the function, at which 
President Taft will be the principal speaker, 
with à letter declaring his sentiments are 
wholly at variance with those to be expressed 
at the affair, and censurtng as “ traitorous *’ 
to their principles all those who accepted in- 
vitations to the dinner without agreeing with 
its purposes. 

To arrange a peaceful program the execu- 
tive committee of the national citizens’ 
committee, In charge of the dinner, met 
today and discussed the situation. At @ 
meeting of the executive committee last 
Wednesday a resolution was adopted in ex- 


ecutive session authorizing an official in- 


vitatlon to. Mr. Roosevelt, but the secretary, 
who was told to send the invitation, did not 
do so in a forma! way. but wrote to Mr. Roose- 
velt first to learn his views. 


Seven Page Letter of Regrets. 

A mömber of the committee said tonight 
Mr. Roosevelt replied with a seven page let- 
ter in effect as stated before, leaving no 
doubt that he would not attend in any cir- 
cumstances. In an interview today Mr.“ 
Roosevelt implied hie intention not to at- 
tend. 

John Temple Graves was selected as toast- 
master of the dinner, at which it is expected 
to seat 1,800 prominent persons, including a 
special train load of diplomats from Wash- 
ington. 

A letter received from President Taft to- 
day was read. He agreed to be present and 
to make a thirty minute speech, as well as 
to remain throughout the dinner, tf it did not 
continue for more than three hours and a 
half. 


Colonel’s Ironic Comment. 
In the interview concerning the peace din- 
ner a reporter said to Col. Roosevelt: 
„A New York paper printed a story this 
morning that you would not attend the peace 
dinner to be held here on the thirtieth be- 
cause you had been counted among the po- 
litical enemies of President Taft. Do you 
wish to comment upon it? 
“Think of it,“ exclaimed Mr. Roosevelt. 
“ Just think of that.“ 
That part of the story was played up 
in black type,“ said the reporter. 
It should have been in red,“ said Col. 
Roosevelt, smiling, and Gripping at that; 
‘ dripping great gouts of red.. 


Roosevelt “Not in Politica.” 
Mr. Roosevelt announced In the afternoon 
he was taking no part in the New York state 
political situation and thet “not a singie 
human being hed asked him to lend hie in- 


fluence to the eupport of any candidate for 


the Regublican nomination for 
next year. 

“I theven't been asked because I'm not in 
politics, and nobody expects me to be in pol- 
itics,’’ said he. 

Col. Roosevelt had an hours conference 
with Darwin P. James Jr., president of the 
and 
County President Koenig, both of whom are 
opponents of William Barnes Jr. He would 
not admit they discussed political affairs, 
however.

Mr, 
Roosevelt's statement was printed as dic- 
tated by him and as transmitted to the 
Evening Post. 

In the detailed account of how the inter- 
view was Obtained it is stated that the Even- 
ing Post reporters went to the Outlook office 
for it. 

Says Reporter Got Him to Repeat. 

After some wait the colonel came out into 
the anteroom where the Evening Post man 
was waiting and gave him the interview. 
Then the Evening Post account goes on: 

The reporter started to go downstairs 
to telephone in the interview, but, on think- 
ing it over, decided that Mr. Roosevelt's 
statement was so important that he had bet- 
ter get him to repeat it and perhape make 
further explanations. Ase the reporter re 
entered the outer office Mr. Roosevelt was 
just passing through it on his way back 
to his private office. 

Mr. Roosevelt,” said the reporter, ‘I 
want to make absolutely sure that I am 
quoting you correctly in this matter. Do you

‘Economical Housekeeping 


Bran Bread. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HE Queen of Roumania, in her autoblo- 
graphical book From Memory’s Shrine,” 
speaks with the highest gratitude of the 
nurse who taught her to eat black bread. 
She says that even to this day she pre- 

fers it to anything the most accomplished cul- 
inary artist can devise. 

By ene who reads between the lines of this 
book the conclusion may be easily reached that 
black bread likely saved her young life. Her 
relatives and friends were constantly sickening 
and dying with what we now call “the white 
plague,” which spared not the nobility any more 
than the peasant even less than half a century 
ago. Carmen Sylva’s temperament was of the 
sort, seemingly, that would have made her a 
‘Iikely subject for its ravages.

The pumpernickel bread of German countrfes 
has been one of the most wholesome (as it 
has been one of the favorite) breads of a peo- 
ple who are quite inordinately fond of their 
many cold dishes with bread—fish, sausages; 
cheese, eto. 

It was for hundreds of years the disgrace— 
in the eyes of those above them-—of the poor 
that they had tb eat black bread, but history 
shows us that these people almost alone pre- 
served the vitality of a nation, and who shall 
say it was not because of the bread they ate, 
since so often they had little else? With noth- 
ing but hand mills to grind their grains they 
could have nothing else. 

Perhaps the dark bread as a health food 
began to have advocates before the time of 
Dr. Sylvester Graham, whose teachings were 
influential between 1830 and 1840, for he gives 


most wonderful illustrationa of the effect of 


this diet alone—quickened intelligence, marvel- 
ously dulckened sense perceptions, resulting 
from its use when no depraving influences were 


nt. 

Since, his time there have deen numerous 
schools of dark bread eaters and several are 
flourishing today. Some of these breads are 
hard and difficult to mastioate, which I believe 
is wholly unnecessary—they can be made at- 
tractive and yet effective—and some of them 
belong to the dietaries of famous health resorts. 


Doctors mostly 1 these breads because 
of their value as intestinal sweepers. They are 
not so concentrated food as the white bread. 

One of the best, mOst conscientious, and suc- 
cessful woman doctors I know uses the follow- 
ing bread in her own family, and it is also 
being used in the homes of a great number of 
her patients. 

‘ Bran Bread. —0One pint of standard wheat 
bran, one-half pint of white flour, one-half tea- 
spoon galt. Mix these together well. Add one 
and a quarter cups of sweet milk, three tea- 
spoons of molasses, one-half teaspoon of soda. 


Pat into a loaf and bake for one hour. 


Pains must be taken not to get the crust of 
this too stiff, for it will not qut well—the 
crumb separating from the crust—and the bread 
is not then so attractive when served. This 
is @ matter of the baking entirely.

There are several brands of prepared bran on 
the market, but one of them is expensive—costs 
twice as much as the other—and since this 
other is of the highest grade there is no need 
of one that which costs go much.

The spot is about 
thirty miles from Houston and right on the shell 
road that leads to Galveston. Most of the land in 
that section is so level that all one would need to do 
would be to mark out the ball feld and it would
